Guthrie, Okla., May I.—Oil 
pipe 
lines organized under the laws of this 
state are given the same rights as 
railroads in order that some addi­ 
tional sections the 
terms 
of 
the 
Thomas bill as passed by the sen­ 
ate this 
afternoon. 
The provision 
is contained in a new section insert­ 
ed at the suggestion of Governor 
Haskell. This bill once passed both 
houses and 
was sent to him 
for 
approval but was withdrawn at his 
request in order that some addition 
section might be included. 
The other new sections confer the 
right of eminent domain upon water 
powrer companies, for the purpose of 
securing sities for their plants, upon 
counties, cities, 
townships, 
school 
districts or 
irrigation 
districts 
for 
highways, bulding sites, cemeteries, 
public parks and other public pur­ 
poses, and upon any private person, 
firm or corporation for private wrays 
of necessity or for the purpose of 
drains and ditches across the lands 
of 
others for 
agricultural, 
mining 
and sanitary purposes. 
The text book bill and the Sorrels 
county commissioners bill were pass­ 
ed finally, and a number of house 
bills advanced to third reading, in­ 
cluding tho Evans county teachers’ 
institute bill, with a jim crow pro­ 
vision; 
the Murdoch bill, allowing 
cities, towns and villages to build 
sidewalks by special assessm ent; the 
Ellis 
bill, allowing 
school 
district 
No. 2 of Logan county to issue bonds 
and the W hitehurst bill, appropriat­ 
ing $10,000 to secure lists of taxable 
lands for the various counties, under 
supervision of the state auditor. The 
amount was cut from $13,000 as in 
the house bill. 
All were later passed finally ex­ 
cept the W hitehurst, bill, which wras 
opposed vigirously by Brazi ll, who 
unsuccessfully sought to secure its 
indefinite postponement, alleging that 
it was a graft and that there was 
no occasion for it. 
The Workman bill from the house 
reqiuring tbs burying of dead an­ 
imals, caused an extended 
discus­ 
sion over the question of whether it 
was 
necessary 
to 
burn 
bodies 
of 
hogs which had died of cholera, as 
required by the bill. 
Senator Sorrels thought it was not 
and tried to amend the bill so as to 
make burying sufficient 
but 
after 
Senato 
Strain, 
Cunningham 
and 
others had expressed their view's it 
was decided to leave the bill as it 
wras. 
Resolutions were adopted memor­ 
ializing congress to give Oklahoma a 
fair share of the reclamation fund, 
and endorsing the conservation con­ 
ference to be held at Washington 
May 13, 14 and 15.

Senate Adopts 
Governor Haskell's 


Suggestions on Thomas BUI. 


Several Important Measures 


Passed. 


Guthrie, Okla., May 1.—Oil pipe 


lines organized under the laws of this 
state are given the same rights as 
railroads in order that some addi- 
tional sections the 
terms 
of 
the 


Thomas bill as passed by the sen- 
ate this afternoon. 
The provision 


is contained In a new section insert- 
ed at the suggestion of Governor 
Haskell. Thisi bill once passed both 
houses and was sent to him for 
approval but was withdrawn at his 
request in order that some addition 
section might be included. 


The other new sections confer tbe 


right of eminent domain upon water 
power companies, for the purpose of 
securing sities for tJheir plants, upon 
counties, cities, 
townships, 
school 


districts or irrigation districts for 
highways, buldlng sites, cemeteries, 
public parks and other public pur- 
poses, and upon any private person, 
firm or corporation for private ways 
of necessity or for the purpose of 
drains and ditches across the lands 
of others for 
agricultural, mining 


and sanitary purposes. 


The text book bill and the Sorrels 


county commissioners bill were pass- 
ed finally, and a number of house 
bills advanced to third reading, in- 
cluding thra Evans county teachers' 
institute bill, with a jim crow pro- 
vision; the Murdoch bill, allowing 
cities, towns and villages to build 
sidewalks by special assessment; tihe 
Ellis 
bill, allowing school 
district 


No. 2 of Logan county to issue bonds 
and the Whitehurst bill, appropriat- 
ing $10,000 to secure lists of taxable 
lands for this various counties, under 
supervision of the state auditor. The 
amount was cut from $13,000 as in 
the house bill. 


All were later passed finally ex- 


cept the Whitehurst, bill, which was 
opposed vigirously by Braa:ll, who 
unsuccessfully sought to secure its 
indefinite postponement, alleging that 
it was a graft and that there was 
no occasion for it. 


The Workman bill from the house 


reqiuring tbsi burying of dead an- 
imals, caused an extended discus- 
sion over the question of whether it 
was necessary 
to burn bodies of 


hogs which had died of cholera, as 
required by the bill. 


Senator Sorrels thought it was not 


and tried to amend the bill so as to 
make burying sufficient 
but

others had expressed their views it 
was drecided to leave the bill as it 
was. 


Resolutions were adopted memor- 


ializing congress to give Oklahoma a 
fair share of the reclamation fund, 
and endorsing the conservation con- 
ference to be held at Washington 
May 13, 14 and 15.

Guthrie, Okla., May 1.—Oil pipe 


lines organized under the laws of this 
state are given the same rights as 
railroads In order that some addi- 
tional sections the

Thomas bill as passed by the sen- 
ate this afternoon. 
The provision 


is contained in a new section insert- 
ed at the suggestion of Governor 
Haskell. The bill once passed both 
houses and was sent to him for 
approval but was withdrawn at his 
request in order that some addition 
section might be included. 


The other new sections confer the 


right of eminent domain upon water 
power companies, for the purpose of 
securing sities for their plants, upon 
counties, cities, 
townships, 
school 


districts or irrigation districts for 
highways, buldlng sites, 
cemeteries, 


public parks and other public pur- 
poses, and upon any private person, 
firm or corporation for private ways 
of necessity or for the purpose of 
drains and ditches across the lands 
of others for 
agricultural, mining 


and sanitary purposes. 


The text book bill and the Sorrels 


county commissioners bill were pass- 
ed finally, and a number of house 
bills advanced to third reading, in- 
cluding thra Evans county teachers 
institute bill, with a jim crow pro- 
vision; the Murdoch bill, allowing 
cities, towns and villages to build 
sidewalks by special assessment; the 
Ellis 
bill, allowing school 
district 


No. 2 of Logan county to Issue bonds 
and the Whltehurst bill, appropriat- 
ing $10,000 to secure lists of taxable 
lands for thia various counties, under 
supervision of the state auditor. The 
amount was cut from $13,000 as in 
the house bill. 


All were later passed finally ex- 


cept the Whitehurst, bill, which was 
opposed viglrously by Braacll, who 
unsuccessfully sought to secure its 
indefinite postponement, alleging that 
it was a graft and that ehere was 
no occasion for it. 


The Workman bill from the house 


reqiuring tbsi burying of dead an- 
imals, caused an extended discus- 
sion over the question of whether it 
was necessary 
to burn bodies of 


hogs which had died of cholera, as 
required by the bill.
